Premier Admits Arma- 
ments Race Must Lead | 


To Bankruptcy

LONDON, Feb. 21—The cle- | 
ment of mutual confidence is 
lacking to make a disarmament 
conference a success at the mo- 
ment, Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain told the House of Commons 
today. 

Britain’s peace prime minister 
be rushing toward bankruptcy by 
spending colossal sums of money on 
armaments. 

The Prime Minister said he would 
not hesitate to call a disarmament 
conference if he thought it had the 
least chance of succeeding. But a 
conference that failed would be 
worse than none “and I believe be- 
fore it is possible to. anticipate suc- 
cess from such a conference we must 
be sure those attending will come 
in an attitude of goodwill, deter- 
mined to achieve the desired result. 
I do not think we have sufficient! 
confidence yet to make such a con- | 
ference a success at this time.” 

Mr. Chamberlain was speaking to} 
the financial resolution permitting} 
the government to borrow a max- 
imum of £800,000,000 for defence. 

He warned his fellow country- 
men they should show more con- 
fidence in themselves “and not al-

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During last year 10,142 persons in Al- 
berta were in receipt of old age pensions. 
In the twelve months 1,456 names were 
added to the list, while 842 pensoiners 
died, indicating a net increase around the 
600 mark in the number of recipients. 

Aside from 139 blind persons, those 
receiving pensions were seventy years of 
age or over and had incomes of less than 
$240 per year. The figures thus show 
that, but for the pensions, more than ten 
thousand aged persons in this province 
would have been destitute or dependent 
upon relief or the generosity of relatives 
and friends. To have provided as a pub- 
lic obligation for this great number of 
old people, even at the moderate scale 
allowed, is something in which the tax- 
payers should take pride. 

The pensioners are shown to be widely 
scattered, and not collected in the larger 
centres. There were 1,134 resident in 
Edmonton, 1,124 in Calgary, and 442 in 
the other cities of the province. Two- 
thirds resided in smaller towns, ‘in the 
country, and at points outside the prov- 
ince. The numbers for the cities are not 
disproportionate, and the pension money 
is distributed with fair uniformity in all 
sections of the province. 

Of the total paid out, $2,181,852, the 
Dominion provided 75 per cent, the prov- 
ince and the municipalities making 
up the balance; a very practical demon- 
stration of the advantages of Confedera- 
tion. 


Home Again 

Italy’s two “good will” cruisers have 
been called home from South America, 
after a cruise more remarkable for lively 
incidents than for signs of growing good 
will. The cruisers seem in fact to have 
made something of a record in the ex- 
citing but unprofitable operation of stir- 
ring up hornets’ nests. 

At Montevideo 60 of the sailors got in- 
to a free-for-all fight with crowds who did 
not take kindly to so much Fascist salut- 
ing. Calls at most Chilean ports were 
cancelled, as a measure of prudence. In 
Ecuador the police had to stop a hostile 
demonstration by students. In Panama 
a group of the officers were pelted with 
rotten eggs. The reception programs at 
Costa Rica and Colombia had to be called 
off to avoid threatened riots. 

The cruisers thus left a wake of un- 
pleasant memories wherever they went. It 
is unlikely two ships of a friendly nation 
ever before aroused ill-feeling in so many 
places and countries in the same length 
of time. They are called home apparently 
to prevent them enciting further hostility 
in a continent where they were supposed 
to captivate friendship and open the way 
for commercial expansion. 

From Berlin comes word also that 
German trade slumped 14 per cent dur- 
ing January. The heaviest loss occurred 
in the United States, where the demand 
for German goods has been going down 
as knowledge of Nazi aims and methods 
spread and clarified. Persecution of the 
Jews is as poor a bid for business there 
as the rape of Ethiopia was for good will 
in South America. 

The ways of the dictators are not com- 
mending either their political ideals or 
their commercial interests to favor in 
these continents. This is a matter of 
some importance to the world, for as Herr 
Hitler has said Germany must “export 
or die,” and Italy is in pre- 
dicament. ‘

Crop Insurance for Al! 

Like the unemployed man--what the 
western farmer needs is insurance: the 
certainty that he will get an income suf. 
ficient to take care of his family needs 
and keep him in business. Whether the 
insurance is based on what he actually 
produces, or on what he would have pro 
duced had his crops been better, the end 
is to prevent him falling into destitution 
and being forced to leave his farm. 

That was the essential object of the 
“pegged price” for wheat, and was defin- 
itely stated to be the purpose. But the 
method failed in two respects. The 
“pegged price” meant nothing to the 
farmer who grew no wheat, whose wheat 
was dried out, or whose crop was so poor 
that the yield only gave back the seed. 
And it committed the taxpayer-—includ- 
ing the farmer who got no bonus— 
to pay on any amount of wheat the big 
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farmer or farming corporation might pro- 
duce, 

The insurance went to those who least 
needed it; those who needed it most got 
none; and the country is out $48,000,000 
on the bonus paid on the crop of last sum- 
mer. Had this moncy been equitably dis- 
tributed, the cropless farmer, and the 
poor-crop farmer, and the farmer who 
does not grow wheat, would have been 
protected; while the farmer with a good 
crop of wheat would have also been pro- 
tected to the same amount, 

The effect of that type of insurance is 
to place the emphasis on wheat-growing, 
to the neglect of other branches of farm- 
ing. A guaranteed price for wheat— 
even though it is a low price—has attrac- 
tions as against taking chances on pro- 
ducing something other than wheat. The 
more successful a “pegged price” policy, 
the more bonus-money would have to be 
paid. But, however much might be paid, 
none of the money would go into the 
pocket of the farmer who does not grow 
wheat, or whose wheat for any reason 
fails. 

As the “pegging” policy is to be 
abandoned, parliament should substitute 
for it an insurance scheme that would 
give equal protection to every farmer, 
whatever branch of production he is en- 
gaged in, and whether he secures a crop 
or fails through no fault of his own. 


Editorial Notes 


Setting 50 miles an hour as the max- 
imum speed on German highways, Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler called reckless driving a 
“crime against the nation.” Even a dic- 
tator can’t be wrong all the time. 


A University of Alberta steer took 
first place at San Francisco in the 1,000 
to 1,100 pound class. Since the new 
trade agreement reduces the duty on 
Canadian cattle shipped into the United 
States, this should be good advertising 
from the standpoint of the Canadian 
farmer and rancher. 


The first result of clamor at Rome 
for French colonial territory is that 
France has taken back 308 square miles 
of territory between French Somaliland 
and Eritrea, which it gave to Italy three 
years ago. The area is not of much 
account economically, for Italy never 
bothered to occup it. The recovery by 
France is more significant than important. 


The President of the Saskatchewan 
United Farmers says it would be 
“dangerous” to place more people on 
western farms unless there is a corre- 
sponding growth of farm produce con- 
sumers in the cities. That is one of the 
dangers inherent in the plan of paying a 
“pegged price” for all the wheat thet can 
be grown. 


Last week some one who assumed to 
be an authority told us Canada is pecu- 
liarly vulnerable to airplane attack. Now 
a Dalhousie professor says we needn't 
worry about airplanes because we are too 
far from Europe to be attacked effective- 
ly. The public will just have to infer that 
neither of them knows what might hap- 
pen in war-time.

Expressing concern over Germany’s silent 
mobilization, the Manchester Guardian regards 
an immediate settlement of the Spanish situation 
as “urgent” because “there is no sign that the 
warning given by Prime Minister Chamberlain 
on February 6 (that Britain will resist any threat 
to French vital interests), has been understood in 
Rome or Berlin... .” 

A leading article in the current issue of The 
Economist likewise expresses alarm. “All the 
evidence,” says this well-informed organ, “sug- 
gests that every industrial, financial and techni- 
cal reserve is being depleted for one gigantic 
effort. Germany's striking power is being de- 
liberately raised to a peak which could not be 
excelled, and could hardly even be maintained, 
in time of war itself.” 

“For what purpose?” The Economist asks in 
conclusion. 

The Times correspondent in Washington does 
not hesitate to give the answer. The next big 
Squeeze play is about to be perpetrated, he be- 
lieves. The mobilization, he says, “is to frighten 
Britain and France into giving way, firstly to 
Italian demands, and secondly, to wider colonial 
concessions.”—Winnipeg Free Press. 


A Costly Radio Joke 


Three years ago Al Jolson, the radio star, was 
interviewing Sam Parks, then the United States 
national open golf champion, over the National 
Broadcasting Company. Parks had been a pro- 
fessional at a hotel golf course in Pennsylvania 
and Jolson made the remark, “That's a rotten 
hotel.” This wasn't a bit funny, in the opinion 
of the hotel management, which sued the NBC 
for $100,000 damages for slander. 

A jury awarded the hotel $15,000, and that 
judgment now has been sustained by the Penn- 
sylvania Court of Appeals. “The decision,” says 
the periodicg] Editor and Publisher (New York), 
“is believed to be the first of its kind, and places 
broadcasters under the same libel responsibilties 
as newspaper publishers. It held NBC liable for 
the allegedly slanderous remark although Jolson 
ig not an employee of NBC,” and Jolson was not 
named in the suit. 

It is, we think, a good and useful precedent. 
The publisher of a newspaper is responsible in 
law for its contents, and he cannot escape lia- 
bility by proving that offending words were 
written by an advertiser or a contributer. A 
brosdcasting company or a radio station obvi- 
ously should be in precisely the same position as 
to responsibility. It must be fully liable for the 
use made of its facilities 

Some day somebody, let us hope, will test the 
law in Canada by suing a broadcaster who has 
failed to set a guard on his tongue. It will be 
found probably that the Canadian courts are 
quite as strict in the interpretation and punish- 
ment of libe] and slander as those in Pennsyl- 
vania-—Ottawa Journal.

The Empress Dowager departed slightly from 
the theme, writing: 
Vhe people of the islands 
Lifting their eyes tafthe adoring sun, 
Ali await the reign of peace. 


Alas, no other contestant mentioned the word 
“Peace.” 

There have been royal writers and poets in 
Europe, but they are poetic novices compared 
with the royal family of Japan. Nearly 1,300 
years ago, the Emperor Jimmu, great-grandson 
of the Sun-Goddess, composed the first Japanese 
lyric. Since then, it has been a custom for the 
Royal Family of Japan to take part in poetry 
contests. A “pcetical picnic,” wherein a party 
of men and women vie at composing couplets 
with music or dancing, is one of the oldest 
forms of amusement in cultured circles in Japan. 

What a fall from composing words that sing 
and burn, to raining bombs on helpless millions 
of innocent civilians in China. No poetry in 
that!

“The only solution is to rehabili- 
tate and subsidize them in their ef- 
fort and for this government to con- 
tinue fighting for monetary reform 
even if we die in the attempt. If you 
read the report of the special com- 
mittee you will get an insight into 
Telief you never got before.” 

He pointed out that it was essen- 
tial that the investigation into relief

SOME DISGRUNTLED 


Continuing, he said that “There 
are still a few disgruntled persons 
in the province and there are some 
men in the province still low 
enough to play politics with relief.” 

Dealing with the general question 
of relief, Dr. Cross said that it was 
the duty of the government to pro- 
vide for all people alike. The specikl 
relief committee had found, on in- 
vestigation, that conditions in some 
homes wete deplorable, but en the 
average they were about in the 
same condition as in most ordinary 
laxpayers’ homes. 
he said, came to the conclusion that 
the only hwpe for the people insofar 
as the powers of the province were 
concerned, was to rehabilitate the 
people on relief and to do this the 
governmemt had to be prepared to 
subsidize them and along this line, 
recommended that the government 
Carry on its fight for monetary re- 
form. 

He pointed out that the govern- 
ment spent the taxpayers’ money on 
relief matters. The more relief 
given, the more money was collect- 
ed from the taxpayers and in border- 
jine cases, the more relief given, the 
more cases: came on relief. 


MUST GO ON 


“This must go on as long as we 
continue umder the present system,” 
he said. “It is lamentable 
able and disgraceful] to 80 on this 
way under the present system.” 

He pointed out that any reform 
started by the present government 
was stopped by the higher govern- 
ments, } 

He charged that not one sugges- 
tion had come from. the opposition

“Yet,” he said, “the Conservative 
leader prefers to attack one of the 
youngest members of this house 
rather tham io send over one con- 
structive idea for a solution of un- 
employment.”

Turning his attention to health | 
matters, Dr, Cross declared that in | 
order to giive complete state medi- 
cine to Alberta, as advocated in the 
1934 Alberta state medicine bill, | 
passed, bul never proclaimed, it | 
would cost about $11,000,000 a year. | 

“It is unthinkable to take that | 
much more out of the Alberta tax- | 
payers,” he: said. 

“The Alberta state medicine bill | 
of 1934 is very comprehensive but it | 
is financially impossible,” he said 
"The U.F.A. government for 18 
years never did anything toward | 
achieving state medicine and then 
for 18 months after it passed its state 
medicine act, did nothing.” 

He pointed out that implementing 
the plan suggested in that act would 
cost $13.75 to every person in the | 
province. "The people could not pay 
this and any difference between 
what they |paid and the actual cost, 
would have to be made up by the 
government | 

“LT hope.” he said, “that the 
treasury bianches will enable the 
province to use its own credit and 
work toward complete state medi- 
eine.” 

He said that there were 1,200 pre 
ventable dleaths in Alberta every

_oe the essential difference 
between two such champions 
as Dempsey and Tunney is best no- 
ticed when you listen to them dis- 
cuss past contests. Dempsey will 
say: “When IT fought Tommy Gib- 
bons . . .” Tunney will invari- 
ably say: “Ah—when I boxed Car- 
pentier . . .” Dempsey never 
boxed anybody, which is one rea- 
son why he was so worshipped and 
became such a glamorous figure 
When the bell rang he ran out and 
began to attack his wpponent, and 
he never stopped attacking him, 
trying to batter him to the floor, un- 
til the bell ended the round 

After all, in our dramatization 
of ourselves we rarely see our- 
selves indulging in fancy stuff ex- 
cept to toy with the victim for 
a moment before letting him have 
it and laying him away among the 
sweetpeas. Your hero, whether 

on the stage, in motion pictures, 
or in fiction, when the time comes 
for action lets the right go, and 
that's that. 

He is always a one-punch knock- |

CHARACTERIZED DEMPSEY 


In that round and that fight, in- 
cidentally, occurred an incident that 


| to me will always be the complete

a right hook that knocked him to- 
wards the ropes and numbed him 
so’ that he couldn’t get his guard 
up. Immediately Dempsey slugged 
him to the floor with rights and 


| lefts, the last of which caught Tun- | 


ney on the jaw even as he was col- 
lapsing slowly to the canvas 

Then happened the historic long 
count, for which only Dempsey was 
to blame, and Tunney finally got up, 
glassy-eyed and still badly stricken, 


| but recuperating quickly because he 


was in magnificent condition, and 
retaining sufficient of his stunned 
and badly scrambled intelligence to 
tell him what to do—which was to! 
retreat. 


THE RUNNER WINS 

Those were dramatic seconds. 
Tunney retreated. Dempsey pursued | 
with his precious title (it hurt his) 
pridé terribly to lose it) almost in 
his hands. Round and round the! 
ring they went, Tunney backwards 
with that peculiar limping gait of} 
a back-pedaling fighter, Dempsey | 


| forwards after him with lust on his| 


face. But Dempsey was then pug-| 
ilistically an old man. He was then | 
thirty-two and his tired legs could) 
not stand the strain of that pursuit. | 
He was not a smart enough boxer 
to sidestep and change his direction 
and herd Tunney into a corner or} 
to the ropes where he could slug} 
him again. He was a fighter with| 
his kill in front of him, He could} 
feel it slipping away from him and| 


suit—forward. 

Finally his legs failed him alto- 
gether. He stopped. And over 
his swarthy, blue-jowled fighter's 
face there spread a look the mem- 
ory of which will never leave me 
as long as I live. First it was the 
expression of self-realization of 
one who knows that his race is 
run, that he ts old and that he is 
finished. And then through it and 
replacing it there appeared such 
a glance of bitter, biting contempt 
for his opponent that for the mo- 
ment I felt ashamed for the man 
who was running away. With his 
gloves Dempsey made little coax- 
ing pawing motions to Tunney to 
come in and fight, That was it. 
Don't run. Come in and fight. 
This is a fight. 

For that is what Dempsey would 
have done, Staggering blind, punch- 
drunk, head swimming, sick and | 
reeling as he was when he was 
pushed back into the ring after) 
Firpo knocked him out of it, and} 
again after his terrible first-round! 
the hands of Sharkey, 
his instincts were yet to move for 
ward, close with the enemy, and 
fight. 

THE MAKING OF A HERO 

It would have been foolhardy had 
Tunney accepted this desperate bat- 
tle gage, but as our hearts and not) 
our heads recken thoge things, 4 
would have been glorious.

That made him 
human and one of us. And that he 
never once railed or complained 
against the luek of that fate or 
claimed the victory or sulked or 
was bitter brought him closer 
divinity than many of us may come 
Ah yes, there we were again, look- 
ing at ourselves in that satisfying 
hero's mold, smiling calmly and say- 
ing as Dempsey did: “It was just 
one of the breaks.

GAY, VULGAR CAMPS 

The old Dempsey training camps 
were probably the most colorful, 
exciting, picturesque gatherings 
ever. I was too young in the sports- 
writing game to see the one outside 
of Shelby, Montana, where he was 
preparing to meet Tom Gibbons, or 
the earlier one at Toledo when he 
was a tough young challenger 
training for the task (then thought 
impossible) of beating the enormcus

But I remember the grand, ex- 
citing, bawdy atmosphere of the 
camp at Saratoga Springs at 
Uncle “Crying” Tom Luther's 
hotel on the shore of the lake. 
There were sparring partners with 
bent noses and twisted © ears, 
Negroes and white fighters, box- 
ing-writers, handsome state troop- 
ers in their gray and purple uni- 
forms; doubiful blondes who 
wandered in and out of the lay- 
out of wooden hotel and lake- 
front bungalows, and blondes 
about whom there was no doubt 
at all; a lady prizefighter; old 
semi-bald Uncle Tom, always cry- 
ing and complaining over the Gar- 
gantuan pranks of the sports- 
writers; and Jack Kearns, smart, 
breezy, wise-cracking, scented, 
who virtually tore the hotel apart. 


The old, tough Dempsey was) 
there, slim, dark-haired, _ still!

HOT EYED GANGSTERS 

This was of course before the days 
when clusters of millionaires and 
socialites of one kind another 
patronized fighters and fight camps

and, too, just shortly before the time, 


when the dangerous, hot-eyed gang- 
sters took over the fight business 
and brazenly visited the training 
camps to look over their properties, 
mingling with the elite, or sat in 
smoldering groups in corners and 
weighed and speculated upon every 
arrival and talked out of the sides 
of their mouths 


But times were changing and so 
was Dempsey. This was the last 
of those merry. carefree, colorful 
camps. The next one was at At- 
lantio City at the dog-track, 
where the champion prepared for 
his first encounter with Gene 
Tunney, By that time Dempsey 
was rich, Kearns was a mortal 
enemy-—they had quarrelled over 
the girl who was then his wife, 
the darkly glamorous Estelle Tay- 
ler, who had ene trait which 
marred her chances for success as 
4 prizefighter's wife, a devastat- 
ing sence of humor 
Detectives were already guarding 
Dempsey night and day, and one

THE DEMPSEY SPELL 

I remember that we made apol- 
ogies for him. He was going easy 
on Tommy, because, after all 
Tommy was of championship cal- 
ibre in his own class and no ordin- 
ary sparring partner, and Dempsey 
didn’t want to hurt him, That was a 
laugh; Dempsey, who never went 
easy on anybody, who would have 
broken Loughran in two if he could 
have caught him. Here again was 
an example of the strange grip that 
this man had even on the minds of 
the hard-boiled and unbelieving 
sportswriters trained to look for 
and detect weaknesses in a fighter 

His last camp for his final fight 
against Tunney, in Chicago, at the 
Lincoln Park racetrack, was prob- 
ably the quietest and dullest o® all 
He had engaged old Leo Flynn to 
act as his manager, and Joe Ben- 
jamin was the camp jester, but he 
missed Kearns and the old life. His 
marriage with Estelle Taylor was 
| beginning to break up. He was still 
| too much the prizefighter for any 
sensitive woman. He lived alone 
| near the track, But he was then no 
longer the ignorant, hungry, in- 
articulate, half-savage fighter. He 
| had grown into a man, 


JUST IMPRESSIONS 


I am not attempting in this short 
chapter to write either a life or a 
history of Jack Dempsey, but rather 
| to give an impression of him as I 
|remember him. But somehow I feel 
as though I could go on. and on, 
| writing about him, and never ex- 
|haust the colorful, incredibly fas- 
| cinating story of a strange man and 

a full life, 


Because he began as a rough, 
tough nobody, a hard, mean, life- 
battered hobo, a kid with little or 
no education, truculent, bitter, 
disillusioned, restiess, and vicious, 
digging food and living out of an 
equally hard rough world in 
which there was never any soft- 
ness or any decency, a iramp, a 
bum, and a misfit at heart, I can 
see him as a surly, dangerous in- 
habitant of that spiteful nether 
world, just on the borderline of 
the criminal, a world of steely 
toughness, foul language, greasy 
food, dirty linen, gray clapboard 

shacks and unpainted frame 
| houses, smelig and stinks and 
| curses, and nowhere any peace, 
| comfort, or beauty. 


And yet this boy who must have

his bed--Dempsey's bed. He lear:

moved in those days through those 
,; absurd frills like a tiger in the 
| cireus, dressed up for the show in 
| strange and humiliating clothes 


ESTELLE LEAVES HIM 

He had his nose remodeled, made 
}a motion picture, took a triumph 
}ant tour through Europe, talked to 
the Prince of Wales in England. His 
lovely wife left him. He loved her

“Mr, Gardiner 
threw overboard both these rem- 
| edies.”

There 
likely to be considerable gas, and 
there may be a burning sensatior

of the bod The pau sharp 
and quick and may not last long 
Usually there is considerable weak 
ness and the weakness may be s0 
pronounced for a minute or two 
that the patient is forced to stop

strong one moment and weak the 
next.
